LONDON, June 3.—Another deadlock seems to have been reached in the coal dispute with the 


notification given by the miners’ executive to Premier Lloyd George today that the various mining 
districts have rejected the government proposals for settlement. 

Almost at the same time, the mine owners communicated to the government a 
their position, again steadfastly refusing to agree either to a national pool or a national settlement 
of wages, but making some minor concessions, such as the creation of conciliation boards with a 
neutral chairman to settle district disputes and a national wages board with a neutral chairman 
whose decision would be final, for settling the standard wage and the ratio of wages to profits, 
This standard wage should provide the basis for settling the district scale of wages. 

It is understood that the miners’ executive is considering the convocation of a

The slight frosts (to which we are 
heable, according to the meteorolog- 
ists) are not severe enough to pene- 
trate any light covering !f this is 
kept from touching the protected 
plant.

stakes perpendicular between the 
vines of squash and cucumbers affori 
ample stability to a paper covering 
and do no injury whatever to root 
growth. These stakes may be Ictt 
in the ground to provide for any 
eventualities of heavy rairs, to (if ne- 
cessary) afford some protection. To- 
matoes especially need care when 
there is any possibility of a continu- 
ance of cold rain. On ne account 
should their foliage be allowed to re- 
main wet, and never by artific’al 
watering as the roots only need 
moisture. Blossoms and leaves must) 
be kept dry. With citrous plants the 
whole growth requires ample mols- 
ture.

IS A—

FOOD 


A GREAT many parents, 
in referring to the ill- 
health of their children, speak 


of them as “run-down,” “without appe- 
tite,” “delicate,” “pale,” “under-sized,” 
“nervous,” etc. 


What the parents really mean is that 
the children are suffering from mal- 
nutrition. In other words, the children 
do not get enough of the right kind of 
food. 


Mal-nutrition is generally the result 
of ignorance, and not of poverty. Inves- 
tigation has proved that a very large 
percentage of physical disability caused 
by mal-nutrition is prevalent among the 
children of the rich. These sub-normal 
children are handicapped for the stern 
competition of life. Under-weight child- 
ren develop into inefficient citizens: 


The Elizabeth McCormick Memorial 
Fund of Chicago, which believes that the 
teaching, of health, through Nutrition 
Classes is just as important as the teach- 
ing of the three R’s, undertook in 1919 
to estimate the amount of mal-nourish- 
ment among pupils in the Chicago 
schools by weighing and measuring 
10,000 children. They found that forty 
per cent. were underweight for their 
height. 2 


Milk is a perfect food. It contains the 
five vital elements for nutrition—pro- 
tein, fat, carbo-hydrates, ash, and water. 
Not another food can compete with it 
in this respect. It makes a perfectly 
balanced diet. 


Alderman Rice Sheppard stated the 
other day at a meeting of the Safety 
and Health Committee of the City Coun- 
cil, that a large proportion of children 
do not get half enough milk. This was 
the conclusion arrived at as a result of 
the test sponsored by the Federation 
for Child Study, of New York. During 
a summer vacation 811 children were 
regularly given a diet in which milk 
largely predominated. At the end of 
the vacation all of them showed a gain in 
weight, the gain in 630 cases being par- 


ticularly marked.

Dr. Ira C. Brown, medical inspector, 
Seattle public schools,‘ says the chief 
cause of faulty development in children 
is that they do not get a sufficient sup- 
ply of good milk. 


Milton C. Potter, Supt. of Schools, 
Milwaukee, found that an increased 
milk diet transformed the backward 
pupils into bright, progressive scholars. 
He says: “Their behaviour improved. 
Their minds expanded. Their bodies 
began to make healthy growth.” 


Economize on anything else, but

of Cornell University, one of the most 
highly-recognized authorities on tvod 
and nutrition, says; “No family of five 
should buy meat until they have bought 
at least three quarts of milk.”

Latvia,—It ts nothing unusual 
in Riga to have a Russian princess 
as your stenographer. At least a bus- 
iness man can acquire the service of 
& countess in that capacity. Almost 
every diplomatic or consular mission 
in Riga hes at least one princess of 
countess working as a typist

number of other well educated people 
most of them unaccustomed to work,

ped confiscation by the Bolshevikt | 
clutter up the shelvee of eecond hand 
dealers in these cities. Diamonds, 
other jewels, fine tapestries and the 
counticss costly nick-nacks of a lux 
urious civilization have been qold by 
these refugees to get bread. 

The correspondent was present a 
few nights ago when an entertain: 
ment for the benefit of some of these! 
refugees—all membere of the old 
Ruesian or Baltio nobility. Some of 
the more fortunate had saved their 
evening clothes. They wére in sharp 
contrast to those that had not. 

Here and there were men clad in 
coats of one color, trousers of another 
and tan shoes or high boots, They 
danced with women as variously clad 
—some chic, in fatest modes, some in 
shirtwaists and skirts; atill others in 
frocks so obviously homemade or re- 
made that the poorest shopgirl in 
New York would sniff at them. 


The Wealthy Foreigner. 


The casual stranger dropping into 
Riga or Reval tor a day or two would 
mever find its poverty. Instead he 
would find cafes, open all night,where 
foreigners, lucky because of the low 
rates of Latvian or BEsthonian ex- 
change, and local profiteers, tossed fat 
bank rolls of almost worthless roubles 
or marks to waiters who count only 
{n hundreds or thousands, 

An American correspondent who 
advertised in a Riga newspaper, for a 
translator able to read, write and 
Speak fluent English, Russian and 
German and with some knowledge of 
Lettish, received 61 replies by mail, 
The corridor before his room in the 
hotel was filled with men-and women 
seeking to apply peranaily for the 
position. Most of them were so we)! 
educated tha they could quaiify not 
only in the four languages mentioned, 
but jn others as well. 

They were either out of work, or 
receiving such small pay fn their pres- 
ent employment tha they were anxi- 
ous to change. 

Among the applicants were a form- 
er colonel {none of the most aristo- 
eratic Petrograd guard regiments, a 
dozen other former officers, two men 
who had been managers of big Rua 
sian factories and many other weli- 
educated people

U.S, CAPTURING BRITISH OOAL 
TRADE 
Bradstreets: 
The growing importance of the 
United States as the world’s principal 


} coal producer and distributor ie made 


especially apparent, saye a statement 
by the National City Bank of New 
York, by the almost total suspension 
of coal activities in Great Britain 
which leaves us the world’s principal 
coal exporter, Prior to the war, both 
Great Britain and Germany far ex- 
ceeded the United States as coal ex- 
porters, despite the fact that we have 
over half the world’s coal supply. 
while in 1920-21 the United States has 
taken first rank ag coal exporter, and 
with the temporary suspension of 
production in Great Britain, becomes 
the world’s chief reliance for coal for 
export or “bunker’’ purposes, 

The radical change in the coal ex- 
porting situation, even (before the re- 
cent events in Great Britain, ia illue- 
trated, adds the bank’, statement, by 
the fact that United States exports in 
the eight months ending with Febru- 
ary, 1921, were, im round terms. 
twice as much as those of Great Brit- 
ain, now our only important rival ip 
coal for international markets, while 
in the period immediately preceding 
the war, Great Britain was supplying 
to foreign markets three times as 
much coal ag was the United States. 
British exports of coal in the eight 
months ending with Frebruary, 1921. 
were only 14,000,000 tons, and those 
of the United States were approxi- 
matety 30,000,000, while in the calen- 
dar year 1913 British coal exports ag- 
gregated 78,000,000,00) tons, against 
22,000,000 tons exported from the 
United States. 

The quantity exported in the eight 
months ending with February, 1931. 
aggregated 30,000,000 tons, valued at 
$290,000,000, and in the correspond- 
ing months of the préeveding year 
slightly less than 17,000,000 tons, val- 
ued at only $93,000,000, the quantity 
exported having thus nearly doubled. 
and the value more than trebled. The 
average export price of the bitumin- 
cus coal exported in the closing 
months of 1920 was $19 per ton. 
against an average of $5 per ton in the 
corresponding months of the preced- 
ing year, while the 1918 export price 
averaged only $2.62. The average 
valuation of the coal exported from 
Great Britain in the eight months 
ending with February, 1#21, was $19 
per ton, against $3.33 per ton in the 
corresponding months of 1913 

This increase in Amorican coal ex 
ports in the eight months ending with 
February, 1921, occurs in the trade 
with practically all paris of the world. 
To the half dozen countries of Fiurope 
for which details are available, the 
quantity of bituminous coal exported 


in the seven months ending with 
Jenuary, 1921, was, im rownd termes 
€,500,000 tons, against gp little over 


3,000,000 in the me months of last 
year, and the value $82,000,000. 
against $20,000,000 tn the correapond 
ing months of lest year.
